| The Veins arife from *’ ; Artes 
ries as well as the Lympbhatics, anc the Blood 
and fale Serum muft have their Motion in 
the Veins and Lymphatics, from the Blood 
inthe Arteries projected by the Pulte. 

The Nerves arife from thofe Arteries 
which go tothe Brain, and the Brain-Glands 
are only Twifts of the Arteries; and from 
them the Nervous Filaments arife, which 
are the fecretory Veflels of thofe Glands; 
and thus the Nerves arife from the Heart, _ 
as Ariffotle afferted in Lib, 3. of his Natural —

‘The natural motion, as the Pulfe, Re-

Galen, when he had refleCted on the mo- 
tion in the Vena cava, the Valves on the 
Veffels of the Heart and Arteries, and the - 
bleeding in the Arteries, and their rife from 
the Heart, allows, that the Heart commu- 
- micates a florid Blood and Spirits thro’ the 
Arteries to every part; but he was preyudi- 
ced bythe Notion of the Parts attraéting 
their Nutriment,as Plants do from the Veins 
which rife from the Liver. And why might 
he not affert Attra€tion, fince he obferved 
that in the Load-ftone? Thus the eld W'ri- 
ters proved the Attraction of the folid Parts; 
and the new Writers, the Attraction of 
the Particles of the Fluids. That there is 
- fome AttraCtion by rarifying and evacuati- 
on of Humours is evident : If the Body be 
- evacuated by Sweat, the Blood will come 
more towards the Skin, and its Capillaries, 
- and lefs towards the inwards Parts; and if. 
' Evacuation happen in the Prime vie, the 
Blood will tend that way by the Preffure of | 
the external Air. If the Head or any part . 
be over-heated, the Blood will tend that 
way where the Preffure is leaft, and then 
much Serum will be evacuated by the _ 
-Glands about the Head. ‘The Attraétion of ~ 
the Load-ftone is the Proof that one Sotid 
may attra€t another.

The Attraction by a Pipe is by external 
Preflure; and fuch is frequent in animal Bo- 
dies.

the natural Motion is defe@tive, and then 
the dimy, the watery or acerbe Cacochymia 
- are produced. hee | 
_ The motion in the fecretory Rivulets is 
not only altered by that in the Canals; but 
the vitiated quality of the Blood is commu- 
nicated to the fecretory Lympha’s, and that 
affects the fecretory Veffels, as the Cacochy- 
mia does the motion of the Blood- Veffels, 


-efpecially the Heart and Lungs, 

- Befides the Tin@ure of the fecretory Lym- 
phas, the Blood moves thro’ all the fecreto- 
ry Glands, external to communicate natural 
Heat and Nutriment to them, and by affe- 


ing taem with Tamors or Pains, by the hats. 


of cald Caccchymias, the Inftruments of the 
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Secretions are altered, and thereby deprave 
the Secretions by ftopping or irritating them. 
By the Nerves the Motion and Senfe is com- 
municated, and all Secretiozs are either ftopt, 
deficient, or exceflive; or depraved by the 
Quality of the fecreted Humour, or nervous 
AffeCtions, whichare Conavulfions, or debi- 
lity of Spirits, Palfie in the Sphinéter-Mufcles. 

The chief of the Secretion is thro’ the 
Glands of the Brain into the Nerves, which 
are the immediate fecretory. Veflels ; and 
from them the Spirits move inte the medula- 
ry part, where they produce the motion; in 
which Imagination, Judgment and Memory 
confifts. In the Organs of the Senfes the 
feveral Senfations, inthe Mufeles the feveral 
- natural and voluntary Motions ; the Natu- 
ral are perpetual as the motions of the Heart; 
the refpiratory Mufcles, and the periftaltic 
Motion, The voluntary depend on the Will 
dire€ting of the animal Motion. 

The motion of the animal Spirits in their 
fecretory Rivulets depends on the motion. of 
the Blood in the great Canals, which gives 
an Undulation to them by every Pulfation, 
and that givesa “Venfion to all the nervous 
Rivulets or Fibrilles ig the Senfories, Mufcles 
and Membranes. | Casat 

Befides the Motion and Cualities com- 
municated to the nervous Fluid by the 
Biood, the Blood affects the Glands of the 
Brain by its Heat and Cacochymuias; and it 
allo affects the Inftruments of the animal

Humours contain’d in them, as well as by 
the irregular motion of animal Spirits, fuch 
is the motion of the Guts ; but the fphinéter 
Mufcle depends on the Will, as well as the 
Contents in the: Guts, for its Motion or Ir-

Senfe and mufcular Motion, and the Ope- 
rations of the Mind are different motion, ir- 
ritated or ftopt when preternatural, and de- 
pend on the Affections in the Nerves; but 
theCacochymias and organical Tumors and Ob- 
ftructions affe& the Glands, or the Inftru- 
ments of the motion of the Nerves, and 
thereby deprave their ACtions; and thus the 
Circulation alters the animal A@tions, as a 
Difeafe produces fome Alteration in the AQi- 
ons, natural, vita], or animal.

Thofe external motions which precede the 
difeafed motion, are the external Caufes of 
it. The internal Cacochymias, which irritates 
any Excefs of the natural motions, er. oc- 
cafion any Defect in motion, are the inter- 
nal Caufes of a Difeafe. The Difeafe it felf 
is a depraved unnatural motion of the Hu- 
mours; and the motion confequent to the 
difeafed motion is the Symptoms of the Dif- 
eafe, which the old Writers called the Ai. 
ons of fome part, but I think they are more 
pertinently .called the Motions; and Galen — 
fays, Te wubrl@. xivnas evepyra. The Pump. 
of the Heart gives a perpetual motion to the 
Fluids, and the Fluids irritate or ftop the 
motion of the organical folid Parts. 

The two general difeafed Motions are the 
ame€oan Cor exceffive) or the émenty (or de- 
fe@t in the Circulation or Secretions) the ani- 
mal motions are inthe Nerves, the natural 
in the Chylification, the Diftribution.of the 
Chyle, the Sanguification of and Nutriti-

The Chyle ts not made by local motion 
of Humours or any Parts, but. by the inte- 
ftine Motion of the fermenting Particles, 
whereby the Meat is diffolved into a chy- 
lous ‘Tingture, and that depurated by the 
mixture of Choler, and thereby turns milky, 
and forced from the Feces by the periftaltic 
Motions; by a long Circulation tis fanguifi. 

te Aivate ed 
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| edand changed into Nutriment, and carry’d 
to.cach part by the Circulation, and the fe- 
creted Humours are digefted and prepared 
and fecreted by the Circulation. The Pituita 
or Latteal Lympha is prepared and fecreted 
in 24 Hours, the. Bile in two Days, the Sac- 
cous Melancholicus in three; on the different 
Time neceffary for the Preparation of thefe 
Humours, the different Types of Fevers de- 
pends. Thefe two Excrementitius Humours 
from the Blood are the Sweat and Urine 
which pafs their proper Glands, and de- 
pend on the Force of the Circulation; the 
Paces of the Choler and pituitous Lympha, 
and melancholic Agéd, are excreted withthe 
_ Faces of the Chyle by Stool, by the Force of 
the periftaltic Motion ; and fome of the me- 
_lancholic Humour paffes by the four Sweats, 
and 1s excreted by the Urine as well as with 
the flimy Lympha into the Prime vie. | 
Y will firft confider how the external 
Caufes act on us by rarifying or condenfing © 
- our Humours, and accelerate our Cireula- 
tions, or make them defective. 

. Fire, hot Air, hot Baths, hot Diet, Ex- 
ercife, Anger, ec, rarifies the Air in our 
Bloods and Spitits, and thereby irritates the 
circulatory Motions. | 
_ Cold Air, cold Baths, cold Diet, Reft, - 
Fear condenfe the Air, and: ftop the Circu- 
lation. | 

All Externals act on us by their own mo- 
tions, and the Affcctions they produce are 
2 | either | 
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either {trong motions,or weak in our Bodies. 
Galen obferves, That the Spirits and Blood 
are fooneft altered, then the Bz/e, but the 
Saccous Melancholicus difficultly by Externals 
or Medicines. I 

The Cacochymias are produced by an Ex- 
cefs of Motion or Defect. The Hot ftimulate 
the motion of the Heart in Fevers and De- 
fluxions ; they ftimulate the Womb to Abor- 
tions, the Urine Veilels in the Strangury ; 
the Stomach to vomit; the Guts in Déar- 
rheea’s, the Nofe in f{neefing; the Lungs in | 
coughing ; the Nerves in Convulfions; the 
Singultus, naufea, cardtlalgia, pica, fames car- 
vina are irritated motions in the Stomach, - 
Palpitation in the Heart, Horror, Rigor, 
Pandiculations, are irritated motions in the 
Mutcles. eu, . 

Critical Motions are excited by the quan- 
tity or acrimeny of Humours, whofe Di- 
_ geftion depends on a long Circulation. © 
 -Hamorrhagies are motions irritated by the 
Quantity, corrofive Quality, or violent Ra- 
rification and Circulation of Humours, when 
the Veflels are thin-or weak by Tenfe. 

Lhe cold Cacochymias are produced by a 
defective Circulation; and thefe ftop the 
Secretions by thickning the Confiftence of 
Humours, or by opprefling the fecretory 
Glands, by Inflammations, {fchirrofe Tu- 
mours, dropfical Serum, or pituitous or win- 
dy Inflation; thefe {top and opprefs all Eva- 
culations. 

The 
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The Obftru€tions may. be in the Arteries, 
Glands or fecretory Veflels ; and there may 
be Obftructions made by fizy hot Blood, as. 
wellasthecoldGrumous. | | 

The Cavities of the Veffels coalefce by Ul- 
cers, are compreffed by Tumors, obftructed 
by vifcid Humours, conftringed by Pains 
and Convulfions, fubfide by Aftringents, or 
Cold or Drynefé. | | | 

Other Difeafes follow ObftruGtions in the 
_ whole ‘Body, as the Colour of the Skin in 
the Jaundice, Yellow. In the Obftru@ion of 
the Spleen, Black: The ObftruGion of the 
Serum, the Dropfie, or Oedematons Swellings, 
and pale Colour in the Skin. In particular 
parts the Eve/ipelas arid Herpes depend on the 
Obftruction of the Gall, the Cancer on the 
Obftruétion of melancholic Blood. iN 

One Difeafe produces another, as Pain 
-and Inflammations, Fevers by irritating the 
Arteries, and ftopping the Blood, fo as to 
regurgitate to the Heart, and irritate its 
Valves. : | 

Thefe Symptoms are the fenfible Quali- 
ties in the Skin, as Heat, Cold, Drynefs, 
Softnefs, Plumpnefs, Hardnefs ; and the dif- 
ferent Colours and Qualities depend of the 
Blood-circulating {lowly thro’ the Skin, and 
leaving there a dépraved Nurriment. | 

‘Lhe Privation of the Circulation to a part, 
and defect of nutritious Matter, isan Atro- 
phy. Gracility is when but a little Nutfi- 
tion is conveyed to a part, when the Nu- 

| | . Erimesié 
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triment is mixed with fome Cachochymia, it 
produces a Scurvy or Leprofie. If too much 
Nutriment come toa part, it occafions Obefity. 

Iwill next give an Example of the man- 
ner how motions altered become the Difea- 
fes of the Stomach, the Nerves, the Lungs, 
Liver and Kidneys. —

The corrupt Humours or Diet in the Sto- 
mach irritates Nautea, Heart-burning, Vo-.

The exceeding Pulfe and circulation de- 
pend both onan exceeding rarification of 
Blood and Spirits ; and the deficient Pulfes 
on thecendenfation of them; and the un- 
equal Pulfes on the oppreffion, or con- 
_ ftriction of the circulatory Organs, or their 
Irritation. 

Whatfoever Humour condenfes or over- 
rarifies the Blood and Spirirs, is the ante-

-as after full Meals and in the Dropfie, and 
then alfo a greater quantity paffes into the 
Arteries of the Pulfe, and makes the Pulfe 
greater above the middle place of the left and

In the middle place of the lefc Arm I ob- 
ferved a great, foft, quick, and frequent 
Pulfe, which by the Pulfe-Watch run 98 
beats in a Minute, and therefore this Di- 
feafe depends on an exceeding Pulfe, and a 
great rarifaction of Blcod, which is the an- 
recedent Caufe of the Difeafe ; and fince the 
Pulfe is an exceeding Pulfe, the external 
Caufes of it muft be the hot Regimen , as 
hot Air, hot Baths, hot Diet, great Exer- 
cife, great Paffion, fuppreffion of Evacua- 
tion; fome of thefe' rarified the Blood, and 
were the external Caufe of the Difeafe. In 
this Difeafe the part affe€ted was difcovered, 
by confidering that the general Circulation — 
tended towards the upward branches of the 
Aorta, which I found by the exundancy of 
the Pulfe in the left Arm in the firlt place.

The Phyfician muft be Healthful, Fafting, © 
free from Cares, and take a reafonable time 
to feel the Pulfe in both Arms; and the 
Patient muft be Fafting, and his Arm plac’d 
ona Pillow with the Hand upwards, and we 
muft apply three Fingers of the right Hand 
to the Patient’s left, and thofe of the left 
to the Patients right, one Finger above the

ftick to our Anatomy, which has difcover- 
ed the true Circulation to us, and by that. 
we find how a Difeafe may circulate from 
the Head to the lower Circulations; fo a 
_ fharp and vifcid Lympha may circulate 
- from the Head, where it occafions a Deflu- 
xion and Inflammation down the Jugulars 
_ tothe Heart, and thence be tranfmited 
thro’ the Thoracic Circle, and thence to the 
Celiac Arteries, or Reval, or IMiac Circle, © 
~ and there the fame Humour may produce 
Pains, Strangury, or Gout; and not only 
Difeafes, but all Cacochymia’s, may circu- 
late either upwards or downwards, as the 
eeneral Circulation tends; and we need 
noc 
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not the r2 imaginary Ways of the Chivefe, 
to explain the tranfmiffion of Humours or. 
Difeafes. , 

I will next confider how to accomodate 
the European and Chinefe Cacochymia’s, 
which are ill defcrib’d by the Chizefe as to 
their Original, who attribute them to the 
five Members; but the Ezropeans know 
their natural rife is from the Secretory 
Glands, and trom thence they are re-funded 
into the great Circulatory Veffels with the 
Chyle, where they become the /timulus of 
particular Circulations; and we may agree 
with the Chézefe, that the Choleric Caco-

‘The Heart is accounted by the Chinefe the 
Symbol of the Choleric Cacochymia, the 
Lungs of the Salt, the Stomach of the 
Pituitous and Acid, the Reins of the 
Serous, the Liver of the Sanguine Confti- 
tutions; and by the Pulfe of the Liver we 
mutt obferve the general Circulation, when 
it runs withan A:quilibriam thro’ all Parts ; 
and fince the Cacochymia’s do firft circu- 
_ date in the greater Veflels, we may difcern 
the prevailing Cacochymia by the Pulfe of 
the Liver, as well as all thofe Difeafes which 
lie in the general Circulation. | 

When the general Circulation tends to- 
“wards the Cephalic moft, the Chivefe will 
fay tne Liver invades the Heart; when it — 
tends to the Thoracic moft, they fay the 
Liver invades the Lungs; and if a Difeafe 
removes from the Cephalic Circulation to 
‘the Thoracic, as the Lethargy and Quinfie, 
does by the Jugular Vein, the Heart in- 
vades the Lungs; or if a Difeafe or Caco- 
chymia removes from the Thoracic Circle to 
the Celzac, the Lungs are faid to invade the 
Stomach, ec. | 

By the preceeding Difcourfe tis evident, 
That the five Members fignify the Caco- 
chymia’s, and the four Circulations are

their Vie, therefore the true adjunéfa of the 
five Members are thofe Parts which receive 
the fame Arteries, and both Inteftines are 
reduce’d to the Celzae Circulation; for ’ris the 
modern Commentators that have made

If we had the Old Book Nay K ion intire- 

ly tranflated, it might have prov’d like Hip- 
pocrates, more clear and true than any of 
his Commentators, who, by their extreme 
Niceties and fymbolical Argumentations, 
have obfcured the Senfe of the Author, 
_ We can agree with the Chinefe to pre- 
fcribe Evacuations for the exceeding Pulfes, 
and Sudorifics for the deficient. If the 
Heat or Calor Primogenius abounds, we muft 
increafe the Hamidum Radicale to reduce it 
_to-an equality ; and when one abounds and 
the other is deficient, at the fame time, we 
“mutt firft apply the deficient, and then Purge 
the abundant. 

I will next give an Account of the de- 
ffruction of the five Members, according to 
the Chinefe Notion, which is, when one of 
the Circulations ftop in dying Perfons.

Concerning the Nature, Ufe, and Caufes, . 
| of Refpiration. | 


‘Q'ince Refpiration is a help to the Pulfe, 

S in carrying on the Circulation of Blood 
in its reflux, and the fecretion of Humors, 
and the mixture of the Chyle and Lym- 
phatic Serum with it, I thought it neceflary, . 
after having treated of the Pulfe, that i 
fhould deferibe the nature of the Refpira~ 
tion, and its true Caufes and Ufes. : 

The true efficient Caufes of the Refpira- 
tion arethe Animal Spirits, which move the 
Mutcles of the Thorax upwards, and the 
| a Dia. 
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Diaphragm, which preffes the Belly down- 
wards ; and there is alfo neceffary to In- 
{piration a due difpofition in the Air-Veflels 
of the Trachea, to receive the Air, and of 
the Blood-Veffels to receive the Blood, to 
irritate the Lungs to Infpiration. Ariffortle’s _ 
Opinion feems to me very juft, That the 
Lungs have the Principle of their Motion | 
from the Heart, that is from the . Pulfe, 

which inje€ts Blood into them; fince a hot 
sreat and frequent feverifh Pulfe, makes 
the Refpiration great, and feverifii frequent. 
A flow and a rare Pulfe makes the Refpira- 
tion flow and rare, and a moderate health- 
ful Pulfe makes the Refpiration moderate 
and healthful; and naturally in a healch- 
ful Pulfe, which runs 70 beats ina Minute, 
we have 14 Refpirations. The Chinefe ob- 
- ferve four or five Pulfes, in Health, to one 
Refpiration, and they make the healthful 
Refpiration of the Dofor, a meafure for 
the Pulfes of the Patient, whoallow 4 or 
—§ Pulfesto one Refpiration in Health ; and 
they account the Pulfe flow, if there be but 
three Pulfes in one Refpiration, if but two 
~Pulfes very flow; and a cool Circulation ; 
but if there be fix éétas of the Pulfe in one 
Refpiration, they muft be exceeding and 
frequent; if feven, the Pulfe is very quick, 
and a violent Heat. or Circulation; nine

one Refpiration, ten, more danger, r1 or 
12, immediate Death.

The Chinefe dire&t us to obferve 50, or 
45, Pulfesin 9 Refpirations; if more, we 
are too hot or feverifh, too cold, and they 
meafure their general Circulation by the 
Refpiration ; for in one, they fay, the Blood 
moves fix Fingers, and in the {pace cf one 
Day, they obferve 1 3500 Refpirations. 

In Children of five Years Old, the Chi. 
nefe obferve the Pulfe, and meafure it by the 
‘Refpiration of the Phyfittan, and obferve 
in Children of that Age, 66 Pulfés to one 
Refpiration, in Health; 7 or 8 fhew the 
exceeding Heat, 4 or 5 an excefs of Cold, 
or a deficient Circulation. ; 

By thefe Inftances, the dependance of the 
Refpiration on the. Pulfe is plainly prov’d, 
and the firft Refpiration was praduc’d by’ 
the fhutting the Foramen Ovale after the 
Birth of the Fetus, and then the Circula- 
tion begins in the Lungs, and irritatesan In- 
fpiration. | bees ies 

It is agreed by all, that there are five _ 
Pulfes to one Refpitation; the Reafons ef 
- which 1s, becaufe in five Pulfes, at leaft,

Ina natural Infpiration, I have obferv’d 
that the Infpiration lafts three Pulfes, and 
_ the Expiration but two, becaufe the Infpi- 
ration is difficult, and takes up more time 
naturally than the Expiration, which is 
more eafie by the weight of the Vifcera. 
- hanging on the Déaphragm, and by the | 
weight of the Thorax, and <Atmo/phere, as 
well as the contraCtion of the Mufcles of the 
Belly, all which concur to the aGtion of Ex- 
pitation ina fhorter time. To which I may 
add fome Mufcular Membranes of the Tra- 
chea and Lungs, but in Infpiration the Tho- 
yaxis lift up, the Longs diftended, and the 
Belly prefled down, and outwards, by the 
Infpiration, the Air is forc’d into the Lungs 
to fill the expanded Veficule, and by the - 
Expiration the Air joyned with fome hot | 
Fumes from the Blood, and the vapor of 
the Pulmonary Lympha feparated by the 
Glands there, are expelled; and this in the 
firft ufe of Refpiration, to cleanfe the Lungs 
from Fumes, and admit the Air to diftend

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The conftant influx of the Animal Spirits 
into the Mufcles defign’d for Refpiration, is 
the primary Caufe of that action, like the 
fame Influx into the Mufcles of the Heart, 
and both Heart and Lungsare naturally and 
mechanically moved, but altered by the Cae 
cochymia and Heat. 

There are two ceflations of motion in 
Refpiration, the External or the Quiet be- 
fore Infpiration, and the Internal or the 
Quiet betwixt Infpiration and Expiration, 
and this Quiet is obferved to be proportion- 
able, or eurithmal in Health; but in Di- 
feafes longer or“f{horter, the quiet before 
{nfpiration takes the time of three Pulfes, 
but betwixt Infpiration and Expiration but 
one, in that Internal. Quiet ; but in many 
_ Difeafes the Infpiration is finifhed in one 

~ Pulfe, and the Expiration in another, andthe 
Quiet is inconfiderable. 

I obferve that I can hold my Breath in 
Expiration, the time of 15 Pulfes, and no 
_ longer, in which time one pound of Blood 
will pafs into the Lungs; but I cannot hold 
my Breath after Infpiration above 5 Pulfes, 
or not half fo long as after Expiration; and 
after holding the Breath expired, the next 
Infpiration evidently accelerates the Pulfe. 
By this Obfervation the Infpiration is moft 
neceffary to the Circulation. | 

It was the Old miftaken Opinion, that 

the chief Ufe of Refpiration, was to admit

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the Air for the Generation of Animal Spi- . 
rits; and the Moderns ftill retaining too 
much of this Error, that the Air is admit- 
ted into the Blood thro’ the Lungs, for 
which I could never apprehend a fufficient 
Reafon, for ifthe Air entered into the Veins 
of the Lungs that could not diftend the 
Veficule, and keep them inflated by a pair 
of Bellows, if it paffed into the Veins, 
Stir the following Experiment contra-.

I cut both the Veutricles of the Heart open

-I another 
time pumped.a Sheep’s Lungs full of Wa- 
_ ter by a Hand-Engine, and they remained 
full for fome time ; but the Water dropt out — 
at laft, thro’? the Pores of the Skin; and 
thefe Experiments intimate, that neither 
Air or Water paffes chro’ the Lungs into 
the Veins, and if the Air fhould pafs that 
way, it would ftop the Circulation thro’ 
the {mall Veflels, as Air ftops the courfe of 
Water in Lead Pipes ; befides the Blood has 
no need of Air from the Lungs, becaufe all 
the g/obuli were filled with Air, when they 
acquired the nature of Chyle, and all Fluids - 
full of Air, and for thefe Reafons I reje€t this — 
Old Error. And it was alfo an Error that

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_ , the Expiration ferved only to expel Fumes, 
for that only ferves to expel the Blood out

Twas generally afferted, That when the 
Infpiration was great and quick, that the 
Heat required it as a flabellam to the Heart; 
and if the Expiration was great and quick, 

_ the hot Fumes did abound, and wanted 
Evacuation. | am 
_ The fame was the erroneous Opinion 
about the Pulfe, that they and the Lungs 
diftended themfelves to draw in the Air for 
Generation of the Spirits, and in theircon- | 
tractions expelled their Fumes. - . 

That the Air was attracted by the Heart, 
was fufficiently confuted by Gulew, becaufe 
inthe cohibition of Breath the Animal is 
fuffocated, and that does not alter the Pulfe, 
the venticulation of the inward Heat and 
Flame was Galen’s Notion, but that is fuffi- 
ciently refuted, becaufe the Anima! has in- 
nate Heat before Refpiration, and the Ga- 
lenifts knew not the Circulation which pro- 
duces the heat of Blood, nor that there was 
a Pulfe inthe Embryo, before Refpiration. 

‘The next natural Ufe of the Lungs is to |

_Miutcles, they are irritated by the Blood ac- | 
cording to itsdifferent Quality. 

Galen de ufa pulfuum obferves, That all — 
Phyficians and Philofophers did believe, that 
tlie Pulfe and Refpiration had the fame ufe, 
the prefervation of innate Heat, and the 
generation of Animal Spirits. | 

| Z, e:..We 
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-We difcern the death of an Animal by 
the ftop of its Breath, and that Life begins 
with our firft Breath. The Chinefe begin 
their Circulation from the Lungs, zd zill 
God breathed into Man the Breath of Life, that 
is, till the Lungs were infpired, no Blood 
- would come. into the right Auricle of the 
Heart to begin the Circulation. ’Tis a 
known Experiment, That if the Lungs of 
a Dog be kept inflated by a pair of Bellows, 
_ the Pulfe may be accelerated or retarded,

’ their firft rife from that Rupture: For the 
proof of this Affertion, I will mention thefe— 
following Reafons, which induce me to be- 
lieve there is a Rupure.

At laft I will give you my Method or Re- 
gimen for palliating the A/fhwa, which is 
the cold Regimen.

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and in ever one of them I found fuch Blad- 
ders full of Air upon the Exterior Skin of .

other evident Caufe of the broken Wind in 
thofe Horfes, nor no Polypws, ner Corrup- 
tion about the Lungs, or in its Veffels, nor 
no Water in the Head, nor Injury done to 
the Diaphragm, This Rupture of the Lungs 
was fo evident, that all that were about 
thofe DiffeGtions, as well as my felf, did 
conclude, That fince thofe Air-Bladders ap- 
pear’d inall the broken Winds,they were the

the other for Exercife, and to let her have 
always Water by her for bathing and 
cooling of her, and they wafh their Meat ; 
alfo Mr. Tarbarvil the Falconer oft bathes 
the. Hawks, and fays, that. Bathing gives 
the Hawks Courage, much Boldneis, and 
eager Appetite; the wild Hawk frequently 
' bathe themfelves, and fo do other Birds. 
The fecond Species of Pastas, called fo 
from the Hawk’s Panting) cometh from 
a Cold taken by wet. Weather, or the - 
Hawk’s flying and being fet up too foon 
after it in a cold place, and for this the 
Hawk’s Meat is ufually drawn thro Oil 
of Almonds, or Oil boiled in Water, with 
Chamomile, Liquorifh and Sugar Candy ; 
and in this all her Meat muft be dip’t. This 
keeps her Body conftantly open. sin 
| | ‘ 
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The third Species of the Ps#tas is inthe 
Reins and Kidneys, this differeth from the 
other: For it will leave-her 7 or 8 Days;° 
and then vex her again more ftrongly, and 
fometimes it will take her from Month to 
Month, (this is the Form or Type of the 
Periodic Afthma) in one he obferves, That 
they ftir the Pinions moft, and in another 
the Reins more, and this muft come from 
fome Rupture in thofe Parts; he mentions 
a knob as big as a Bean on the Reins or 
{mall of the Back, which mutt be either a 
Rupture or Diflocation of the Spine. 

Mr. Turbervil obferves, That this Difeafe © 
is rarely cured, and that there is a great 
Heat in fuch Hawks, and a Diftillationfrom 
the Head, which makes the Difeafe worfe ; 
heavoids giving hot Meat, but that which 
is wafhed and tied up in a Chicken’s Gut, 
or Butter and Lard wafhed white ina Pill; 
the cafting are ufed of Cotton, Cubebs, and 
Cloves; the Meatis Calve’s Liver fteeped or 
dipped in Water, and other liquid and flip- 
pery Meats for the Catarrh again; anda 
Cautery onthe Head, and Betony and Hos, 
ney, bole Armoniac and Hony are proper for 
a frefh Rupture ; Oil of Almonds and Sugar 
Candy, and Petctorals for the Defluxion. 

Whilft 1 was viewing the Jaft Hawk, 
I found the Filanders, which are a Parcel 
of Worms, likea Thread, creeping betwixt 
the Skin of the Wiles and they were 
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a quarter of a Yard long, and the Head 
fharp, they were not far from the Liver ; 
but I could find none of them within the 
Guts or Stomach, but onthe out-fide; and 
there appearing no Corruption in any Part, 
1 could not but conclude that thefe were. 
-. bred in the Guts, and that they had bered 
their way thro’ them, and got betwixt the 
Skin up toward the Thorax; the Colour of 
them was white, and they appeared in 
Sir Charles Holt’s Microfcope like a Goofe 
Quill. I obferved they moved whillt the 
Hawk’s Body was warm. I took them by the 
Head, and pulled out their Bodies from be- | 
twixt the Skins, where they lay in Rinds ; 
and when I held them up, they appeared 
like Threads, and twifted round. The Signs 
of thefe Worms in a Hawk, are, fhecro- 
keth in the Night, her Breath ftinks, fhe 
beats her Pannel with her Beak, and wri- 
theth her Train. They are defcribed lying 
in a Skin near the Reins, and chiefly trou- 
ble poor Hawks.. What their Nourifhment 
is, is not known, they have none from the 
Guts or Gorge ; but becaufe they caufe the 
Hawk for to ftartand croke, ’tis probable 
that. they bite the Membranes, they have 
been obferved to have come out of the 
Hawk’s Beak; and there are other Filan- 
ders defcribed in the Hawk’s Guts or Pannel; 
from whence ’tis very probable that thofe 
in the Reins, which I have defcribed, -

Pills of Aloes, and Steel, and Honey and 
the other Filanders, with Garlick and an 
- outward Ointment of bitter Almonds, Oil

the. Reins, and Jay on a warm Platfter. 
Note, the Hawk beats that place with her 
Beak. Wafh the Hawk’s Meat in diftilled 
Water of Savin, or Rue or Wormwood, 
and apply thofe Plants to the Back. 

_ IT muftadd one other Experiment I made_ 
with this Hawk, fhe weighed 23 Ounces, 
the Blood which came from her was 31fs. 
I cut off her Head tobleed,ind I found little 
Blood in her; ’tis wonderful that fo much - 
Spirit and Life could be drawn from fuch 
a {mall Quantity of Blood; ’tis obfervable 
that the crocked Hawks, and broken-wind- 
ed Horfes are of the beft Mettle as any of 
their kind, and their violent Motion is the 
moft frequent Caufe of the Rupture. | 

I will give anInftance from Dr. Riédly’s 
Obfervation, that will prove that the fame 
Air-bladders will happen in the Lungs of 
Mankind who are Aftmatic, pag. 219. he 
blew ftrongly into the Trachea of an Embryo, 
and thereby feparated the exteriour Mem- 
brane from the Subftance of the Lungs in- 
to Bladders full of Air, and that by preffing 
of them by the Finger was difficultly redu- 
ced, or not atall; and thefame Dr. Ridiey 
eG De Foe. 4: in 
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in the fame Book ia his oth Diffection, in his 
Diflection of a Perfon who died of a Quoti- 
dian, he difcovers Bladders full of Air on 
the Lungs, of half an Inch in Breadth, and 
that this Perfon was fhort-breath’d in 
Sleeping ; but this heintputes to a Polypus, 
becaufe he does not admit chefe Air-blad- 
ders to be the occafion of the Afthma. 

Note, That Children by their long Cough, 
get Ruptures in their Belly, Gibbofity in 
the Thorax, and the Afthma (which is alfo 
a Rupture) according as the Cough ftrains 
thofe different Parts. ah 

I opened an Afthmatic who died of an in- 
termitting Fever, which endedina Confump- 
tion, and { obferved a mixt Difeafe of In- 
flammation, Impofthumation by the puru- 
lent Tubercula, and the Bladders were 
filled with purulent Matter or Phlegmatic. 
By this Obfervation J learnt that in Con- 
fumptions thefe Air-bladders are filled with 
Pus, and if the Afthmatic die hydropfical, 
they are filled with Serum; which may ob- 
ferve the difcovery of thefe Air-bladders, 
appear in broken-winded Horfes before they 
are decay d by a Confumption or Dropfy 
of the Breaft or Empyema. 7 | 
- I might give this farther Evidence for this 
Opinion, that Hippocrates long fince imputed 
the Afthma to fome Rupture of the Lungs. 

{ fhall hereafter give thefe Inftances of 
this his Opinion in the cafe of Agafivs’s 
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Daughter, who became A{tmatick by lifting, 
of a Weight and Hippocrates callss the 
Son of Axtiplaves, peypatadys, who was — 
an Afthmatick; but more of this I will 
give you, when I fhall give the Cafes a- 
bout the Afthma from Hippocrates’s OWN © 
Writings. , 

I mutt confefs that Ido not fo far under- 
ftand all the Méchanifm of the Lungs, as 
to demonftrate how the Afthma-fit is pro- 
duced ; neither can I convince the Reader 
that it isasI affirm, for every Phyfician 
will philofophize differently in explaining 
the manner how the Fit 1s produced, and - 
the Mechanifm is too curious in this as well 
as other Parts, that it cannot all be made 
fenGible, fo that no Perfon can convince ano- — 
ther; therefore we can only make a proba- 
ble Conjc€ture, which will only entertain 
the Reader with a Romantic Story ;. but it 
will be of no ufe in Practice: However 
this my imaginary Mecanifm concerning © 
the Fit, the Air firft breaks off the Broz- 
chia from the external Skin of the*Lungs, 


which ufually happens in Children, whofe 


Lungsare weak and eafily burft, by Cough- 


ing, or Running,or Crying, and holding their 
- Breath, and convulfive Straining of their 


Lungs,the Bronchia broke off from the’exteri- 
or Membrane contraéts it felf upwards, and 
leavesa quantity of Air betwixt the Skin and 
the Bronchia, which makes the Air-bladders 
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ia all broken Winds. This Air compref- 
- fes ‘the neighbouring Bladders and Blood- 
~ Welfels ; fo that if there be many Ruptures, 


_ as there is an exceeding great Number in 


broken winded Horfes, this muft make a 
continual Straitnefs both in Expiration and.

filled, and {wells after Eating or Drinking ; 
and as we obferve in other Ruptures of the 
Membranes, and in Strains, that they by 
_ any fuch Injuries become fubje to De- 

-fluxtons upon Changes of Weather, or Diet, 
or Exercife; and we may fuppofe the Mem- 
branes of the Lungs more fubje& to them 
than any other Part, becaufe the whole 
Blood and Chyle paffes thro’ the Lungs in 
a loofe Mixture, and the Air alfo alters its 
Motion by its different Weight, as. wel! 
as its Heat and Cold: Moreover, all Cau- 
fes which quicken the Circulation  oc- 
cafions thereby the Blood-Veffels of the 
Lungs to prefs that Broschia, which is bro- 
ken, and that Preffure or Fulnefs excites a 
Convulfive Contraction in the part oppref= 
fed, both as to its length and breadth, be- 
caufe the Bronchia aredrawn up in. Expira- 
tion, and then the wheefing is moft heard.; 
and this Contraction of the Brouchia, occafi- 
oned by the Effervefcence of Humours, 
make both Infpiration and Expiration diffi- 
cult and flow in all the Fits of the Afthma, 
‘all Smells; Duft and hot Air, being drawn 
ea. pe th, panda ay 
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lato the Lungs, excite alfo the fame convul- 
five Contraction and Straitnefs ; and thus che 
Afthma is only a convulfive Motion by Irri-’ 
tationat firft, but in time itacquires tle Na- 
ture of a Convulfion, which depends on a 
windy Serum forced into the Glands of the.

_ Effervefcence, all other Symptoms of the

on, and for want of this the Diaphragm is 
hindered in its Motion downwards, and. 
ior want of that Depreffion the Chyle, 
'Lympha and Blood ftagnated in the Ab- 
domen ; the Stagnation of the Chyle pro- 
duces the Windinefs, the Stagnation or flow 
Motion of the Lympha gives the Afthmatic 
Diabetes, the Stagnation of the Blood, the — 
Coldnefs of the Extremities, Faintinefs, and 
weak Motion ; the Spirits being windy pro- 
duce convulfive Motions, and Efferveicence 
and Defluxions of Serum, the immediate Sub- 
ject of the Afthmatic Inflation isthe inward 
Membrane of the Trachea, which confitts 
of ftrait and oblique Fibres, and the fame |

famme abbreviantar, Note, That after the 
Bronchia are broken off from the outward 
‘Skin they remain contracted, and are apt 
tocontraGt more upon accident, fo as not 
to admit the infpired Air, nor to give vent 
to theAir inclofedin the Bladders, I cannot 
but believe that the Afthma was thought 
anciently to be a Rupture, becaufe I find 
the Medicines ufed for inward Ruptures 
were the fame as the Ancients ufed for the 
Afthma ; fuch are the difcuffing and mode- 
rately drying, and in Aéa’s 1 find thefe 
Words, Verum ad Ruptiones & vualfiones in 
profando fattas in pectore widelicet aut ine 
zeffinis; and he quotes Rafus for prefcribing 
the ufe of warm Water in the Rupture 
about the Plewra, He commends Ari/folo- 
chia rotunda, Roots of great Century, and 
many other Afthmatic Medicines given in 
Oximels. They called Ruption a Breach 
Gn the Mufculac Fibres, with Effufion of 
Blood into a Sinus, but Vulfion or azac- 
pave, a diftrattion of the Membranous Fir 
bres with pain, and they wanted Anodines, 
Difcuffers and Dryers; the Afthma is 
really a Rupture not of the Mufcles but

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- Bleeding is proper for both Rupturesand 
Afthma’s, and Vomits for old Difeafes; but 
we mutt avoid Styptics and Fumes, as inja-_ 
rious to both, when by this Catalogue of 
the Modus for Ruptures and Strains, com- 
pared with the Aftmaticks ; you may find 
there is fo great a Similitude in Tafte, that 
they were certainly indicated by fome com- 
mon Caufe and Notion ; and fince they a- 
preein Tafte, they agree in Effect, for cur- . 
ing all the Species of Ruptures, and I 
reckon Afthmastobeoneof them. = 
Before I treat of the Cure of the Afthma, 
I will fully defcribe the Refpiration of the 
Aftmatics, whichno Author has yet done.

tion, and we are very long in Expiration,

_ the Old Galewiffs, think this Difeafe depends 
on a cold Phlegm, and yet they fay, the 
Symptoms are from PutrifaGtion, or a hot 
Caufe; the occafions of this Difeafe, they 
fay, is running or drawing (which muft 
burft the Lungs) and that a long Cough 
oft ends in the fame, (whereby the Broxchia 
are violently forced upward, and jerked off 
from the outward skin of the Lungs). The 
Farriers believe this Difeafe is curable in. 
the beginning (while tis only a Catarrh) 
burnot when the dry Coughis fettled, which 
is a true fign of the windy Ruptures in the 
Lungs. ‘hey oblerve that Purgatives do

- ed never to have comprehended Hippocrates’s 


Senfe, and the true Nature of the d/thma as 
he has difcrib’d it.

Hippocrates difcribes the Tumor, or {welling 
of the Lungs, which at firft produces the 
Afthma, and he fays, that Tumor depends

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on Heat when the Lungs fwell, being fil- 
led with Heat, a violent and hard Cough 
feizes, the Breath isdrawn as in an Orthop- 
nea, the Refpiration is quick, and the Anlie- 
lation is frequent, and the Breaft fwells, the 
Noftrels are expanded, asin a Horfe after 
a Courfe, and he frequently puts forth his 
Tongue, and the Breath makes a wheefing 
Noife, and appears heavy, and the Breaft | 
cannot open, but is much broken and grows 
weak; afharp Pain is on the Back, Breaft- 
and Sides like the pricking of Needles, and — 
it burns as by the Heat of the Fire, and red- 
nefs comes out of the Breaft and Back like 
an Inflammation, and a vehement Acrimo- 
ny and Anxiety invades it, that the Per- 
fon can neither ftand, fit or lie down; but 
being Anxious toffes about as if he were 
dying, and they ufually die on the Fourth, 
or Seventh, or elfe they fcarce dye if they 
efcape longer; for the Cure of thefe give a 
Glyfter, then bleed from the Arm, Nofe,

I have tapped fome, and when fome 
Water is taken out, they make much more 
by Urine. Nore, That the Breaft ought to

The Affhma oft fuffocates Infants, and 
comes fuddenly upon holding their Breaths 
and crying, by which their tender Lungs 
are over-ftrained and burft, and then they 
are incurable: This was my Cafe, and I 
have now had it forfy Years, the Rupture 
in my Lungs is only on the right fide, and I 
find no ftraitnefs in. the Fit; on any other 
fide, and from thence comes the vifcid Spit- 
tle at the end of my Fits, but I have no 
Cough nor Phlegm in the {ntervals of the 
Fits. And I shave a farther Evidence of my 
Afthma being a Rupture which is the black 
Spittle like a Spider’s Web, which is frft 
expectorated after every Fit, for no Spittle 
is covered with that Black; but the firit 
Spittle upon that going off of the Fit, which 
ufually happens on the firft Day towards 
Night, or on the fecond Morning.

Afthma, who. have Defluxions from the

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Head, and the Returns of thefe Defluxions - 
are the immediate Caufes of the Fits of the 
Afthma, notwithftanding all Helmont has 
writ againft it; and the Cure of this De- | 
fluxion lies much in Water-drinking, as Dé- 
ofcorides mentions in the Cure of Catarrhs 
among the Eaporiffz, and nos in any Chy.- | 
mical Medicines whatfoever. I am well. 
fatisfied, that there is more to be found 
in Hippocrates’s Writings which will prove 
beneficial to Afthmatics, than any thing yet 
writ by the Chymilts; no Medicine of 
theirs yet has cured any Afthma which is 
habitual; that the Fits are eafily cured by 
Acids, Opiates, and Water-drinking , and 
cool Laxatives, and Pettorals, and Bleed- 
ing; but all Vomits in the Fics are danger- 
ous, and are never to be admitted unlefs 
- the Stomach be very full of a Surfeie. . ; 

Before I conclude this Subje€t I muft con- 
firm what [ have writ both by my own | 
Experience and my Patients, who both can 
affure you that the cold Regimen is. the 
only Method for preventing the Return of

- hungry, becaufe it binds the Body which 
is injurious to all Afthmatics. Ei 

Wath the Head every Morning with the 
end of the Towel dipt intothe Water, and 
dry it again, or elfe wet it with a Spunge. 

Before Dinner immerfe three times ina 
- Cold Bath once or twice in.a Week. 

At Dinner eat of two or three Difhes 
without any Gravy, Pickles, or Herbs, or 
Roots, fuch as Turneps, Radifh, Cabbage, 
Coleflowers, Pompions, cc. Avoid all flrong 
Wines, Ale, and all Malt-Liquors, all vii- 
cid and windy Meats and Drinks; drink 
Toaft and Water, Wine and Water, Cy- 
der and Water, or Mead and Water. Avoid 
all White Bread, becaufe of its Fer- 
ment; ule only Brown, with Rye in it, of, 
Barakeith, the Welfb Bread, made. of Oat- 

geal, 
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-. meal, Milk, and Water, and Butter, baked 
upon a black Stone. Avoid Cheefe, and 
Milk, Meats, Puddings and Crufts, becaufe 
of their Vicidity; and Eggs are too hot, 

4s well as Oyfters, Salmon and Salt-fith. 
' Eat no Supper, but drink in the After-— 
noon Coffee, ‘ea, becaufe thefe help Di- 
geftion, and warm the Stomach of all Wa- 
ter-Drinkers. A Glafs of Wine and Wa- 
ter, and brown Bread is a good Supper, or 
any fimple Flefh-broth; but all Pottages 
are fermenting, and beget the Fits. “Tis 
fcarce poflible to do any good without de- 
ferting Malt-Liquors, and eating mode- 
-yate Dinners, and no Supper, and never 
drinking betwixt Meals. wre si 
As to Exercifes, it is neceflary to walk 
half an hour before Dinner, and to cool 
half an hour before eating. In the Morn-— 
ing when the Althmatic rifes let him rub 
himfelf with a Brafb on his Belly and 
Thighs and Legs and Arms. This I calla 
revulfive FriGion, to draw the Blood and 
Spirits towards the Limbs; and once in a, 
Week let fome Servant rub the Trunk of 
the Body and Limbs as a general! Friction. 
This will help the Circulation which the 
Afthma ftops; this will divert the Spsrits 
from the Convulfions in the Precordza ; this

What I have here writ upon the Afthma 
I could confirm by many Hyftories of my

at laft after many unfuccefsful Tryals of

Ihave 
made the beft ufe of this old Notion and - 
PraGtice, and find it true by my own Exper 
rience. If I could have procur’d the Difle- 
&ion of fuch Perfons as have dy’d of this: 
Difeafe in my Neighbourhood, you fhould 
have had that Evideace too ; but: my Coun- 
try-men are averfe co fuch Pra€tices, thor 
defign’d for their owa good. But TI muft 
leave this Part of chis Subject to the young 
PraGticers in Lovdow, to look for the Air- 
Bladdersin Afthmatics, before they become 
Confumptive and Hydropical. Now I have 
found fome Relief, I fhall trouble my felf no

admitting Romantick, infenfible or imagina- 


ry Notions, but rather depend on fome fen- 
fible Alteration both in the folid and fluid 
Parts of Animals, as the chief Caufe of the 
Difeafe (if all the other Symptoms can be 


derived from it). This was Héppocrates’s Pra- 
-Ctice, and the Rule ought to be followed by 


the prefent Improves of our Faculty, who 
feems too much addiéted to curious Hypo- 
thefes; and when we have read them there 
is very little new relating to Pra€tice, unlefs 
fome Extravagance which the. precarious 


_ Hypothefis has introduc’d. Thus Helmont’s 


Notion of Archeus ferves to explain the Afth- 
ma, and all Convulfions. Dr Wllis, copula 
explofivo, and the Chymift’s Tartar, has mifs 
led them in Practice, and occafion’d all 
other Antiafthmatics to be neglected ; but 
fuch hot Medicines as correfponded with 
their immaginary Notion. So of old the 
Galenifls uled only Pe€torals againft.the 
Afthma’s, which they believed to depend on 
vifcid Phlezgm. *Tis an unpardonable Vani- 
ty to invent new Notions, when the old, 
want only fome farther Explication by the 
late Ditcoveries in Anatomy. and Philofophy. 
All the ingenious Men camte to the ne ee 
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. Phyfick with their Fancies full of Mechanic 
or Chymical Notions ; with thefe they meas 
fure all their Phyfical Notions, and where 
they difagree to thofe Principles, the old - 
‘Phyfick is rejected ; but I think this is not 
the natural way, for Phyfick ought to be 
improved the fame way as it was invented, 
by Experience and long Obfervation and fre- 
quent Experiments ; and then from thefe 
fome obvious Notion of the Difeafe muft be - 
made. °’Tis not poffible, nor neceflary, that 
we fhould go farther, becaufe we can ne-~- 
ver difcover the exact Mechanifm of the fo-. 
lid Parts, nor the Motions, Changes, and 
Agitations of the Fluids by our Senfes, tho” 
very much afflifted by the Microfcope. What 
is difcourfed on, befides the Objeéts of Senfe 

- is no more than probable Conje€ture, and is 
of no Ufe.for curing Difeafes. I believe moft 
Phyficians who write after their seth Year, 
neither write nor read much of the great 
Hypothefes, when they come to that Age 
they grow weary of general Notions, and 
value only ufeful Things, which are real~ 
Hiftory of Nature, as.well as ufeful to the 
preferving the Health, or palliating the in- 
curable Miferies of Mankind. Thefe great 
Ends T have aim’d at in this Effay, by inqui- 
ring more fully intothe Nature of the Aith-
